In  June,  under  the  able  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Nor- 
man Olson,  a  house-to-house  canvas  was  conducted 
for  the  Sabin  Vaccine  Immunization  Program,  for 
children  6  weeks  to  6  years  of  age.  In  June,  63  chil- 
dren received  Type  I,  in  July  70  received  Type  III, 
and  in  August,  66  received  Type  II.  Jefferson  was 
the  only  town  in  the  area  to  meet  and  exceed  their 
quota  each  time.  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  in- 
dividuals who  in  any  way  helped  to  make  this  pro- 
gram a  success. 

In  September,  a  Sabin  Vaccine  Clinic  was  held  for 
individuals  of  all  ages  and  327  people  received  Type  I 
Vaccine.  In  October,  only  163  people  participated  in 
the  Type  II  immunization.  In  January  1963,  a  clinic 
will  be  held  for  Type  III,  and  we  hope  more  people 
will  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity. 

In  June,  a  Preschool  Clinic  was  held,  and  14  were 
examined.  Five  children  have  attended  the  Orth- 
opedic Clinics  held  in  Berlin,  and  one  child  has  at- 
tended the  Pediatric-Cardiology  Clinic  in  Lancaster. 

It  is  with  the  utmost  pleasure  that  I  congratulate 
each  individual  in  your  community  who  has  given  of 
his  time  and  efforts,  to  establish  and  promote  your 
Dental  Health  Program.  I  sincerely  hope  you  will 
try  to  carry  this  program  forward  each  year,  because 
I  know  those  of  you  on  the  committee  now  realize  its 
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need,  and  to  be  successful  with  this  venture  we  must 
promote  each  year  from  now  on. 

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  Citizens  of 
Jefferson,  and  I  would  like  to  thank  them  for  their 
cooperation.

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Superinfendenf-'s  Report 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens    of    the    JeFFerson 
School  District: 

Foreword 

Your  School  Board,  several  citizens  and  I  have  been 
quite  active  in  the  Cooperative  School  Study  initiated 
by  the  Lancaster-Whitefield-Carroll  Supervisory  Un- 
ion. The  people  involved  with  the  study  have  spent 
considerable  time  on  the  project.  By  the  time  this 
report  reaches  the  people  of  Jefferson,  the  town  will 
have  voted  to  petition  in  the  affirmative  or  negative. 

Budget  and  Warrant 

Your  School  Board's  Budget  for  1963-64  totals 
$64,098.85  as  compared  to  $62,291.52  for  the  present 
school  year.  A  review  of  the  budget  page  indicates 
salaries,  retirement,  and  tuition  accounted  for  the 
increases.  Several  budget  areas  show  decreases.  In 
a  true  sense,  your  School  Board  and  I  can  exercise 
little  budget  control.  Many  of  the  items  are  fixed  by 
statute  or  economic  conditions. 

The  School  Warrant  calls  for  the  election  of  a 
school  board  member  for  a  two  year  period.  Mr.  Na- 
son  was  appointed  to  fill  out  the  year  for  Mr.  Calla- 
han, who  resigned. 

Interim  Commission 

As  mentioned  in  the  School  Report  last  year  the 
Interim  Commission  has  been  very  active  and  recent- 
ly submitted  to  the  legislature  their  preliminary  re- 
port. Areas  covered  in  the  report  include  higher  edu- 
cation, area  schools,  cooperative  districts,  increased 
state  financial  support  and  other  related  areas.  Any 
citizen  desiring  to  read  the  report  may  borrow  my 
copy  on  a  short  loan  basis.  Periodically,  there  will  be 
news  releases  on  legislative  action  concerning  the 
recommendations  of  the  Commission. 

Legislation 

Legislation  being  proposed  this  year  in  Concord  in- 
clude the  usual  foundation  aid  for  poorer  school  dis- 
tricts, construction  aid  and  additional  support  for  in- 
tellectually retarded.  New  legislation  being  proposed 
include:  transportation  aid  (probably  25%),  flat  grant 
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aid  (probably  on  a  scale  of  $10.00 — $100.00  per  pu- 
pil), return  of  Head  Tax  to  the  towns  and  earmarked 
for  support  of  schools,  and  a  state  lottery,  funds  from 
this  will  probably  be  earmarked  for  schools. 

New  Accounting  Procedures 

On  July,  1962  the  New  Hampshire  Tax  Commission 
and  State  Department  of  Education  prescribed  new 
accounting  and  budgetary  procedures  for  school  dis- 
tricts. New  Hampshire  became  the  47th  state  to 
adopt  all  or  a  substantial  portion  of  these  new  pro- 
cedures. The  primary  purposes  in  adopting  this  new 
system  include: 

1.  to  improve  the  accounting  for  school  funds 

2.  to  assist  local  district  in  the  preparation  of 
a  more  meaningful  district  budget 

3.  to  improve  the  accuracy  of  local,  state  and 
national  summaries 

4.  to  facilitate  comparisons  of  financial  in- 
formation among  New  Hampshire  school 
districts 

5.  to  provide  a  more  reliable  basis  for  report- 
ing to  the  public  on  the  condition  and 
progress  of  education. 

Our  current  budget  as  approved  last  March  had  to 
be  converted  into  the  new  accounting  system.  You 
will  note  in  this  Annual  Report  the  two  different 
budget  summaries  necessitated  by  the  change  in  ac- 
counting and  budgeting. 

Instructional  Staff 

Two  changes  were  made  in  the  staff  this  year.  Mrs. 
Marguerite  Ayling  resigned  to  take  a  position  in  Lit- 
tleton. For  many  years  Mrs.  Ayling  served  the  Jef- 
ferson School  District  as  an  efficient  teacher.  Mr.  Mc- 
Bride  assumed  a  teaching  position  at  Gorham  High 
School. 

In  replacing  these  fine  people,  Mrs.  Phyllis  Bond,  a 
teacher  with  several  years'  experience,  was  placed 
under  contract  for  Grades  3  and  4.  Mr.  Conrad  Gra- 
ham, a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  College  and 
with  experience  in  Rumney,  assumed  the  Principal- 
ship  and  teacher  of  Grades  7  and  8. 
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TuBtion 

The  tuition  rate  for  1963-84  will  be  $399.00.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  $14.00  per  student.  Sev- 
eral Jefferson  pupils  attend  Berlin  High  School.  Costs 
at  the  secondary  level  will  continue  to  rise  at  a  very 
rapid  rate.  Quite  a  number  of  tuition  rates  are  pres- 
ently in  the  $440  -  $500  range. 

School  Lunch 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Enman  replaced  Mrs.  Marilyn  Ashton 
as  school  lunch  supervisor.  Mrs.  Ruth  Walker  was 
hired  as  assistant  in  the  program. 

With  ever  increasing  costs,  I  doubt  if  we  can  main- 
tain our  lunch  rates  at  their  current  levels.  If  present 
rates  are  maintained  we  would  have  to  reduce  the 
quality  and  quantity  of  the  meals.
